; ' I didn't really think I'd have to much to say about my 
garden this tiro when I got finished with the last one, beeaukse 
this deadline was Just two weeks behind the first G.R. Act- 
ually, though I wrote the first one at least a week before I nailed 
out RNYj 7 and before it had even been put together, some fairly 
major things happened on the garden front. Well, one really - I 
transplanted a bunch of my toaatoes. Since I started out expecting 
the worst, I just dumped all the tomatoe seed I owned into two short 
rows in the garden. Probably J20 or so, eventually germinated. 
About 6 plants will keep two adults in tomatoes for the six weeks 
that the plants are producing. I have been thinning the plants - 
yanking the leeser ones bodily out; of the ground to die - right 
from the start. However when the little suckers started to show some 
promise I got soft hearted for a while and even went out after din- 
ner on a night that the no-see-uras were ferocious to transplant a 
bunch of the better prospects that were crowding their neighbors and 
vice versa. I Started by breaking up some soil for a planting spot, 
then dug a hell of « hole - JO"deep - for plants that were barely 
8or 10" high to start with. Each hole wis filled with water and the 
plant removed froE its original spot with as much of its original 
soil still with it as possible, plunked down in the bottom of the 
hole and covered rapidly (those bogs were driving me to hurry). To 
my surprise, none of the' plants showed any sign of wilting or brown- 
ing or any kind of distress. So now I found myself with about thirty 
tomatoe plants all growing like crazy and I don't plan to can a sin 
gle tomatoe, so I got ruthless in a hurry. I'm now "down" to 20 plant 
plants and any tlitm they cross branches (my yardstick for determin- 
ing that there is some crowding going on.) I yank a couple more. 

Stephen Lee's Olemovie tomatoes (I swear, that's the real name. 
See IOTf3 if you don't believe ne.) are leading the way. He didn't 
know anything about them when he sent then to me and his early report 
for this year didn't sound too good from his side. Kaybe they like 
Vermont because it has taken them less then 2 months to grow to blo- 
ssoming and some are now 3 6" high with pearl si»e green tomatoes. And 
boy just look at me talk about my tomatoes! I guess you can tell that 
I enjoy my garden. This one is beginning to look like it might give 
me my three favorite garden things: Tomatoes, Watermelon and Corn. 
While I was away at Kabinkon, the watermelon actually started to grow 
and now there are tiny green watermelons with unopened female flowers 
formed on one of the vines. Corn ears are also starting to apoear be- 
naath the tassels of the corn male flower, ry next month I expect 
to be doing some serious Munching.
